1 . I, Valentin Fikovsky, am employed by the United States of America as 
Represented by the Secretary of the Department of Health and Human Services (hereinafter "the 
Government"). I started working for the Government in the Technology Transfer Office (TTO) 
at the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) in Atlanta, Georgia as a Senior Patent 
Advisor on April 15, 2008, and I still hold this position today. A copy of my Curriculum Vitae 
(CV) is attached. 

2. I have more than thirty years of experience in patents, research commercialization 
and development of businesses through patent licensing. I have expertise in a number of areas, 
including patent prosecution and oversight of prosecution. 

3. Prior to working at the CDC, I held a number of positions of responsibility, 
including the position of the Director of Patent Prosecution, Biomedical Licensing and Contract 
Administration at the University of California, from 1983 to 2004. hi this position I was a 
Manager of Patent Prosecution Systemwide. I oversaw the work of multiple attorneys in more 
than a dozen domestic law firms, and I developed the U.C. patent tracking system, which was the 
largest academic IP database at the time. In this position, I was responsible for setting up a 
system at the University of California for payment of maintenance fees through CPA. During
